burg to Liverpool, and had boon in Liver- 
pool 13 days before ho feU.ill.^ 

Miss Ilendetta- Keneoj^,; Ian .English vol- 
unteer nurs^tii the Eppafldbrfer Hospital, 
in ITaniburg, lias written a letter. She 
says : " It is bomowlmt appalling to wit- 
ness tho bruscjuo Iinndling of cholera 
corpses. The rapidity with_ which eoiiie 
patients recover is ptciiliarly atrikiug. 1 
don't believe that sulFcrera from other 
diseases have been odmittoJ to tho cholera 
hnspitnlg and there have cflntraoted cholera, 
as tlie sanitation is too good, dcspit? 
tha croMrding, to allow of infeotioii. 

Hambdho, Sept. 15, — There have Leon 
G9S fresli coses to-day, or 29 more thon yes- 
terday, with 206 deaths, oif three more than 
yesterday. There were 3|1 burials, ' or 18 
moeo than yesterday, . -laAhe hospitals and 
barracks the number of p^ients . has fallen 
to 1,;)0'J, the lowest numbot for the hst ,10 
days. Two- thirds of the patients are 
women and children. Evidences of the re- 
vival of confidenco ore apparent on all sides. 
Tho infantry regiments which loft Ilnm- 
burg, Luebcck and Altona to take 
part in tlio Mecklenburg mantiMivres, have 
returned lo tlieir barracks, although a week 
ago it was thought thut their advance 
.■ni;;ht ho prolonged uulil October. The 
Stuut theatre baa been reopened, and most 
of tho beer gardens and variety shows 
resumed business to-night. The fugitives 
continue to return, andi scores of shops 
which have been closed i^ve' begun adver- 
tisinc for trade. 

QuAiiA.NTiNE, N. Y,, Sept. 15,— l>r. ijen- 
kina received t> report from ]^r. liyron, at 
8:05 p.m., as foUovva : " Ou our 
evening trip to tho shipa at eight 
p. m,, we found all O. K. From the 
Wyoming wo took the body of a child, 
which, according to the diagnosis of the 
ship's surgeon, died of marasmus. On our 
island therv hua been one death duetopneu 
mouia, after tho patient was over the 
cholera. 

Tha Is^ew York health inspectors have re- 
ported another case of cholera. The victim 
has been removed lo the St. John'a 
(juild flouting hospital at the 
foot of I'last Si.vtccnth street. Two 
suspected cases of cholera were foiiud 
in Jirooklyn to-day. One died in a 
few hours. Sho was a (Jermnn girl who 
had been in this country since last Pubruury. 
Both eases are being carefully investigated 

Reports of individual coses of cholera 
come from New. Haven, Conn., and Balti- 
more. 

Tha BDooanoetnent that cholera had ap- 
peared in Kow York city caused a panic in 
speculative circles, and the stock market, 
which opened strong and advanced through- 
out the moraintr, some shares p;aining three 
and a half points, immediately broke. 
Thousands of shares of stock were thrown 
on the market, and tho earlier gains com- 
pletely wiped out. Two more carloads of 
cotton, supposed to ho infected, from near 
Ilauiburc, arc being hustled about 
from one village station to another by 
the Pcmisylvurjia railway, in an ellbrt lo 
keep them from being burned by indignant 
citizens aa were the other cara on Saturday. 
They are consigned to .loscphy Uros. , 
who.sc factories were burned tho same night. 

Ci.s'(,'i>NATi, Sept. 15. — Health Ollicer 
rrcnder;^a.st, when informed that cholera 
had broken out in New '\'ork, said: "1 
will declare the city of Cincinnati under 
quarantine. 1 1 will bo na strict us martial 
law during tho war. ^Vc are threatened 
with an enemy whose ravages aro terrible 
to coutemplu.te, and no elTort or expense 
will bo spared to prevent ita introducliori in 
this country. Every port in this state will 
bo quarantined and guarded.' 

Panam.i, via (jalvcston, Sept. 15. — In 
constfuicncc of tho outbreak of cliolero. in 
New Yolk all the Colombian ports will be 
closcfl aguiuat vessela hereafter sailing from 
that city. The Bteamabip Newport, which 
sailed on Sept. lOtb for Colon, however, 
will be allowed to land passengers and 
freight if no cholera bo found on board.

If there be any necessity fof- a quarautiuo 
station i\t tlie rutrancn to the liarlioro of 
Now York una Quebec, where tlie greater 
part ot Ihe arrivals are or aro supposed lu 
be poe'smaiid o{ some amount of civiliza- 
tion or aro governed to somo degree by pro- 
per sanitary conditions, surely swell provi- 
sions MO the moro noeessary here, where h 
considerable proportion of the immia(:ants, 
as experience has ohown, belong, as a mat- 
ter of oourso, to eominuuities which rightly 
or wrongly aro supposed to bo accustomed 
to huddle together in sijualor and filth, with 
surroundings that aro calculiited to breed 
and spread diseases of the most virulent and 
contagious type. If, too, in such a contin- 
gency aa that which lias arisen in connec- 
tion wilh the outbreak ot cholera, the ports 
of the Atlantic have been proved to bo in 
no way foronrmed against nioro than pro- 
bable importations of disease, and one of 
thom at least in its desperation has earned 
for itself universal opprobrium and con- 
tempt, how essential ia it at a point of such 
importance as Victoria, the doorway from 
the Orient and from the South Pacific, there 
should be such appointments as should 
qualify her for any emergency ! 

That British Columbia has some kind of a 
(junrantine station at Albert Head is well 
known, the recent advent of smallpox hav- 
ing well advertised that fact ; but popular 
rnnior fiava it to be understood that its 
accommodations were in no sense what they 
•ughb to have been, and with a view of 
■atisfying himself as to the actual facts, a 
CoiANiST reporter visited the place on 
Wednesday. 

The Rtation is situated in a bay about six 
miles tliia side of Race Boolcs ; the distance 
by land from Victoria being about fifteen 
miles. With the ezcepijon of the lust four 
or five miles, the road is a fairly good one ; 
but the last stretch leading down to the 
seashore, is no bettor than a trail, and over 
its hilly and uneven surface it seems impos- 
sible to convey sick persons without expos- 
ing them to extreme physical and mental 
agony. While the establishment was not 
originally intended for the use of Victoria 
patients, experience has shown that it may 
have to bo utilized for their accommodation. 
On approaching the place one is surprised 
at the absence of any warning to avoid the 
dangers naturally associated with proximity 
to such a station. 

THM HOSPITAL. 

Even on the building itself there is lack- 
ing tbe lettering customary on such insti- 
tutions. Its bokt of yellow paint, however, 
. ii possibly thought to .be a sufiSoient indica- 
, tioa toaU interested that this is indeed 
■' the Qearantine Station. 

The building ia a substantial frame struc- 
tuio and designed to accommodate, if neces- 
sary, something like 60 to SO patients. It 
consists of a central portion a stury and a 
half high, containing eight roome, occupied 
by the caretaker, whose kitoben is common 
to both his own family and the hospital. 
On either side is a ward about 42 feet 
square, roomy, well lighted and ventilated. 
Each ward has its own entrance. 

INADRyllATE KUUSISUINOS. 

While, as slated above, the building was 
designed to iiccommodate from GO to SO pa- 
tients, those responsible for its furnishings 
and appointmeists seemed to contemplate a 
population no greater than six, or, at moat, 
eighth There are but eight cots in the es- 
tablishment, and not sutiicient bedding to 
afford a change for each of these. Thestore- 
room is a modest little apartment, possibly 
10 feet by 12, with shelves very scantily 
stoelced, and it was the woric of a few mo- 
ments only to make a complete inventory 
of the entire outfit. 

This is on the same economical scalo 
throughout. As a sample, the feeding ap- 
pliances consist of six knives and forks, six 
tea spoons, six dessert spoons. If the 
patients aro disposed to bo accommodating 
in the interchange of knives, forks and 
tpooua, no ItsH truii twelve iiuiy dine at 
rtne time, there bein^' a do/en cups and 
saucers. 

HU.MICITV OK WATl'll. 

While it would in an emergency be a 
comparatively ensy matter to provide trifles 
like the above, thero are many much nuire 
serious defects. Chief of these is the water 
supply. The only independent resource ia 
a shallow pool, about six feet in diameter 
and perhaps two feet deep at the centre. 
Ibis is filled by the drainiugs of a swamp, 
at abent a couple of hundred yards dis- 
tance, and the, source of the water is un- 
mistakeably indicated by its taste. 

As an auxiliary there has been provided 
a tank capable of receiving, it ia said, a 
hundred thousand gallons, though its hold- 
ing capacity is considerably less; as evi- 
denced by the persistent leakage This ia 
filled from time to time by the water boats 
employed in oonection with the warships 
at Esquimalt ; hut in case of an epidemic it 
is hardly probable that the Admiral would 
bo acconimod'.ting enougli to allow the boats 
to visit the quarantine station andXhus run 
the risk of conveying infection as they 
bring their supply of v/ater to tho fleet. 

I'hther an arrangement for an independent 
water bout service should bo mudo, or, 
better still, a well sliould bo bored. It is 
said that an unfailing supply could thus he 
(d)taincd close to the institution, without 
unreasonable expense, 

FOOB.IIKATINO ABKAKOEMEMTS. 

Wbile pipes have been laid for hot as 
well OB cold water supply to the bath room of 
eaoh of twothe wards,'thB only provision for 
heating the water is a coil of pipes In the 
snudi cooking stove of the caretaker's kit- 
chen, and tho hot water reservoir ia a tank 
containing n»t more than sufficient for one 
batli. It will bo seen that this provision is 
utterly inadequate for any considerable 
number of patients. 

Thero appears to be an absolute necessity 
for much moro ample provision, by furnace 
or otherwise, not only for securing a per- 
manent hot water Hujjply, but for maintain- 
ing an equable temperature in the wards. 
These aru at present heated by a coal stove 
situated in tlio centra of each, the stoves 
being necessarily a sourae of annoyauco by 
noibo and dust, and while overheating their 
immediate vicinity, failing to inako enndort- 
able tho exlroniitiea of ilie apartineuta. 

A cooking range is also a paramount 
necessity, tin! cookint; Stove above referred 
to being barely sufficient for the needs of an 
ordinary family, 

TIIK CAKETAKKH'S HOUSE. ' '' , 

The kitchen where tho stove ii situated 



was doabtless designed for hospital use only; 
but at present forms a necessary part of the 
establishment of the caretaker, whoso 
family, established as they aro in the centre 
of the building, are needlessly exposed to a 
danger which might easily bo avoided by 
the erection of an ieolatcd cottage for their 
occupation. The present quartets ought to 
be SID apart for doctor's oSicesaadreseption 
rooms and eletptng quarters for' the nurses, 
for none of whom ia there any separate 
accoinmodiition whatever. Detached build- 
ings for suspects and convalescents are other 
essentials not found; neither is there any 
apparatus or pcorisioDi for disinfeotion or 
fumigation, 

THE SEA ArrnoACH. 

While dillioult of approac'ii by land, the 
Albert Head station is for sick people 
almost inaeeessiblq from the sea. True, 
there is a atrui;ture which has been dignified 
by the uimo of a wharf, which may bo 
approiohed by a scow of very light draught, 
l;uc the landing of the patients and couvey- 
ing them up tho steep hillside, along tho 
narrow footpath now c.'cisting, would bo a 
very painful experience. With the excep- 
tion of a few feet whore the incline ia so 
sharp as to make landing very inconvenient, 
the wharf, or rather platform, is subinerged 
at high tide. A proper wharf sliould be 
built, with a wide and easy approacli/to the 
buildings on tho clilf above. 

While at other ports an incoming vea- 
sel has to atop at the quarantine 
station, and there obtain her bill of 
health or land her infected pass- 
engers, at Victoria she has to steam 
ten or twelve milea past quarantine to the 
vicinity of the Outer wharf before being 
boarded by tlie health officer. If thero are 
patients to be ciuurantined, sursly they 
ought not to he auujeotcd to tho hardship 
of removal in asiaall boat, presumably with- 
out accommodation for tho sick, for the 
long distance between tho Outer wharf and 
quarantine station, 

no SIG.NALI.INa SVSTIiM. 

Tho common-sense jilan would appear to 
be to have a system of signalling between 
vessels and tbe quarantine station, of which 
there ia none at, present. Then a vessel 
having ony (liaeusu ou board ooukl hiy to «,t 
Albert JIcad,5Jwhile the quarantine otiicer 
wua notified of the fact. Not only ia there 
no means of eouimunication with incondng 
vessels, but — almost incredible as it may 
aecin — there ia not even telephone or tele- 
graph communication between tho quaran- 
tine station and tho ciiy. Tho station is 
absolutely isolated, and no matter what 
emergency may arise, no help can be ob- 
tained, except with the delay attendant 
upon the despatch of a messenger to the 
city. 

DAKOKK VROM FIRE. 

Snch a delay niight easily involve the 
most serious consitiuencea, in tho case of an 
accident or other emergency. If a fire 
should break out, tho buildings would be 
doomed to destruction, thero being no ox- 
tiuguishing apparatus. A fire tank and 
hose or chemical appliance should be pro- 
vided. 

The slition appears to havo a very capa- 
ble aupcriutendent in tho person of ilr. 
W'ollcr I'oole, who has been connected with 
the institution since November last. He ia 
not only experienced in tho care of the sick, 
but is a man of exemplary habits and con- 
duct, and exceedingly painstaking and 
thoughtful. But unleaa timely provision is 
made in the directiona indicated above, 
thero will he a terrible experience tho first 
time it happens that any largo number of 
passengers have to ho detained >at Albert 
Head. 

Tho sad scenes incident to tho sojourn 
there of tho comparatively few smallpo.x: pa- 
tients at the opening of the recent visitation, 
though th«y should serve asa warning.appear 
to havo lieen almost forgotten already. Aa 
an ollieer from tho depariment at Ottawa 
visited the place about that time, his testi- 
mony will bo available in 'support of the 
representation whioh should be made with 
a view to securing the immediate comple- 
tion and equipment of the station. 

TUK SM.AI.IJ'OX VICTIMS. 

The Coi.oNisr reporter visited tlie graves 
of tho three smallpox patients who died at 
Albert Head. 'I'hey are in a small plot 
about a hundred yards di.^jtant from the 
hospital building, neatly enclosed by a 
whitewashed picket fence. On account of 
tho rock, the graves could only be dug 
about four feot deep, but a couple of foot of 
soil has been laid over them, and above this 
added earth the three mounds have been 
solidly and appropriately raised. No tomb- 
stone or slab has as yet been reared.

MINISTERIAL SPHEGHES. 

Everyone muat admit that Sir John 
Thooipaon discussed the Canal Tolls diffi- 
culty at Petrolia in a most judicious way. 
He did not aay ono word that was calcu- 
lated to irritate cither tho people of Canada 
or the people of the United States. Thero 
was no recritniaation in his speech and no 
weak complaints. He stated the question 
as It really stood, and throughout, lie 
evinced an earnest desire to preserve' o good 
nnderstanding between the two countries 
If he were u popularity-hunting demagogue 
he could havo easily raised a cheer by 
ancoring at the American {government and 
by loudly boasting of Canada's independ- 
ence of the United States, Bat he did 
neither the one nor the other. He must 
have known that every word that ho ut- 
tered would bo closely scanned by unscru- 
pulous critics at home and by jealous and 
sensitive neighbors in the United States. Ho 
with admirable good taste- and good judg 
ment refrained from saying one word to 

. which his opponent could take exception, 
or at which tho most touehy American 

■ could bo offended. In effecting this he 
showed both his skill as a speaker and his 
discretion as a statesman. The subject is a 
very delicate one, but Sir John Thompson, 
without an apparent effort, disoasaed it be> 
fore a popular audience ia stiofa a way as to 
gain the approbation of the people of Can 
ada, and to win tho respeot of the citizens 
of the United States. 

With such a man at the head of affairs 
the people of Canada need not fear being 
plungad into difBoBlties by rash or ill-ad- 
vised action on the part of the Government. 

' Sir John Thompson has showa that ho has 
both tho courage to meet a difBculty fairly 
and the prudence to deal with it in such a 
way as to produce the best effects pos- 
sible under the circumstances. It 
must ' be borne . in mind that this 
tolls difficulty is not one of Sir 
John Thompson's creating. It is not known 
whether he approves or disapproves of the 
discrimination which produced it, but it is 
easily seen that the Government, of which 
he ia a very influential member, are dealing 
with it it in a most jodioions - way, and it 
does nob require tho gift of prophecy to see 
that a Government of which ho is tho leader 
will not do anything calculated to create a 
similar misunilcrstanding with tho United 
States. That difficulty ia now in process of 
solution. Thero is every reason to expect 
that the negotiations with regard to it will 
be BO condnoted: that, before nest year, the 
relations between . tho United States and 
Canada will ba as if no such difficulty had 
ever ^arisen. ' 

The Hon. Mr. Foster also addressed the 
Petrolia,' andienoe. His address was, as 
speeches delivered by him always are, pol- 
ished, and pleasant to hear. He had a good 
icoount to give of liis department. Ho 
could tell hk hearers that, in spite 
of the remission of the sugar duties there 
was in the Treasury at the end of tho year 
a surplus of a' quarter of a million. Mr. 
Foster showed that one of the principal 
grievances about w'uich tho Grits had 
growled and Boniolinies shrieked had dis- 
appeared. Every ono knows that one of 
the main features of the blue-ruin speeches 
of tho opponents of the Government was a 
disnial lament at the way in which the 
public debt wag piling, up. They said us 
little as possible about what the people got 
for tho borrowed money, but they never 
lost an opportunity of dilating on what they 
called the rapid and dangerous increase of 
tho debt of the Dominion. Well, as wo 
have intimated, Mr. Foster showed that tho 
debt was not increasing, and tliat Tor a long 
time it had ceased to increase. Ho showed 
that in 18S9 tho debt of tho country was 
S2.'57, 000,000 i in 1800 it was §237,000.000 ; 
in 1891 it was $2;i7,000,000 ; and in 1892 it 
was $230,000,000. So the reader sees that 
instead of " piling up," the public debt has 
within the last four years actually decreased. 
The burden of tho public debt has only 
nominally increased in six years. In 
1887 the interest on tho public debt was 
$8,690,000, and in 1892 it was $8,692,000. 
Those who have placed faith in the speeches 
and writings of Opposition orators and edi- 
tors, will be surprised to find that this is 
tho case, as every device has been used to 
produce the impression on their minds that 
the debt of tho Dominion has, year by 
year, been increasing at such a rate that the 



country is now hopelessly immersed in 
a quagmire of liabilities. Mr. Foster re 
minded thoso who heard him that notwith 
standing the groat public works that had 
been constructed during the last fourteen 
years, including the Canadian Faoi&c Rail- 
way, the burden of the public debt had in 
creased only twenty cents per head. In 
1870 it was SI 59 per head of tho popula 
tion, and in 1892 it is only §1.79 per head. 
There had also been a reduoticn in the 
taxes of about $2,500,000, and this reduc 
tion ia felt in the decreased price "of sugar 
by every housekeeper, poor and rich, 
throughout tho Dominion. Tho Finance 
Minister's speech was a very cheerful one, 
and it is no wonder that! it wm well re- 
ceived. 

Tho speech of tho Hon. Mr. Hnggart, 
Minister of Railways and Canals, was short, 
but it contained somo valuable information. 
Finding that many abuses existed in tho 
management of the Gorernmenfi railways, 
he had set obout making reforms which has 
saved tho country a quarter of a million ot 
dollars. This is what ho said on that sub- 
ject as reported in tho Toronto Empire ; 

Tho Minister of Finance had spoken about 
a surplus of 5250,000 a year. Ho (Mr. Hag 
gurt) took for himself tho credit of that 
quarter of a million of surplus. He claimed 
timt by tho economical management of tho 
Intercolonial Riilway sinoo ho had the 
honor of presiding over that institution 
there has been a suving of at least tho 
amount of that surplus. He hoped also 
that deficits in connection with that insti- 
tution had gone forever. 

The reader ean imagine the oondition the 
Government roads are in and the extent of 
tho waste and mismanagement when as 
great a sum as §250,000 can bo saved in ono 
year without destroying their elUciency 
Mr. Haggart has by his economy roused a 
nest of hornets, and he need not bo sur 
prised if he finds that his courage in carry 
ing out reforms has raised for Mm a host of 
enemies, who do all the harm they can to 
him and to the Government of which ho is a 
member. 

Mr. Hiigsart also mado a prediction 
which will be gladly heard by the inhabit- 
ants of the Western and Northwestern 
parts of the Dominion, and which will be 
cheering to tho inhabitants of somo of the 
Eastern cities. It was this : 

Three years from now CAnadians would 
have a maguifiueut waterway from Lake 
Superior to the Atlantic Ocean for vessels 
drawing fourteen feet of water, carrying 
burdens through our own territory from 
one section to the other. The Americans 
would nob bo able to compete with it. In a 
lew years the great Northwest would be as 
densely populated as was the province of 
Ontario to-day. Then would come the 
immense tniffio from the Canadian North- 
west through out Sault canal to the Atlantic 
Ocoan, 

Wo trust that this {Irodiotion will have a 
literal fuISlment. The Government which 
does tho great work indicated by Mr. 
Haggart, will earn the gratitude of Canadi- 
ans for all tinje to come. The Ministerial 
speeches at Petrolia did not contain a great 
deal of what ia generally considered 
" politics " in Eastern Canada, but they 
were replete with good, sound patriotism. 



YANKEE VENALITY. 

Professor J. J. McCook baa made an in- 
quiry into tho venality of the electors of 
Connecticut, and hiadiscoveries will surprise 
many who believe in the incorruptibility of 
United States electors. The conolasion 
which the patriotic professor comes to is 
that thero is an alarming proportion of 
venal votes in the state. Ho found that 
thero wore in Connecticut 23, .391 purohas- 
ablo voters. Tho prices paid for votes in 
thirteen towns were from two dollars to 
fifty dollars, and in eight others from $1.60 
to $20. The average of "venal Votes in thir- 
teen towns that are decaying was 20.5 per 
cent., and in tho eight thriving towns it 
was 12 7 per cent. Tho average for all the 
twenty-one towns was 15.9 per cent. Tho 
professor classiSed the venal votes accord- 
ing to their nationality and their hublts. 
As many as 556 in every 1,000 of purchas- 
able electors aro American born; 173 Irish 
of the second generation; 28 Gcrnmns of 
the second generation; 53 Gorman horn; 
3 English of tho second generation; 6 Eng- 
lish born; 6 Scotch of the aecond genera- 
tion; 3 Scotch born; 6 colored; 9 French 
Canadian of the aecond generation; 7 French 
Canadian of the first generation, and G of 
other foreign birth. 

Tho inquiry into tho habits of the voters 
produced some expected and some unex- 
pected results. This is what ho says about 
that part of his subject : 

It further 'appears that out of every 
(assumed) thousand intemperate voters five 
hundred and forty were venal; in every 
thousand drunkards, seven hundred and 
ninety were venal; in every thousand shift- 
less, all were renal; in every thousand total 
abstainers, three hundred and forty-two 
were venal; while in every thousand tem- 
perate voters, forty-five were venal. This 
latter is a case where the actual number 
represented on tho aide of the total 
abataincra may bo so small aa to give mis- 
leading percentages. The final fact is, 
however, liable to no such correction. Out 
of every thousand known to have been 
arrested or imprisoned -chiefly for drunk- 
enness and its attendant crimes — seven 
hundred and seventy-eight were venal. 

If Professor McCook'a conclusions aro 
general and to be depended upon, ono need

A TAME CONTEST. 

Tho present presidential campaign ia, aa 
yet, not at all exciting. The issues are not 
such as to stir up the populace by their dis- 
cussion, and neither of the candidates is 
what ia called "mngnetic." Tho appeals, 
so far, are mado to the reason and tho self- 
interest of tho electors. The advocates of 
both parties are cool and self-possessed. 
They are earnest enough, but t^eir earnest- 
ness is not of ; the kind to exeito ) thoso who 
hear what they say arid read what they 
write. This is what the Orogonian saya 
about tho campaign: 

Divested of scandal, unmarked by per- 
sonal vituperation, the battle is ono of 
political expedients, distinctly divided and 
represented by candidates, each of whom 
has given the country an able administra- 
tion according to tho views of hia party. 
The voters will be called upon in November 
to chooso between tho two; that they are 
reasonably well satisfied with both, and 
really care very little which one is success- 
ful, is indicated by the tanioness of the 
state elections that have recently taken 
place. They will naturally warm up to tho 
work as the .national election day ap- 
proaohes, but the probabilities, viewed from 
the present standpoint, aro that "a rainy 
day" will furnish ample excuse to keep 
thousands of voters from tho polls on tho 
Sth of Novcmbor. 

This want of partisan enthusiasm ia, wo 
think, not a Ijad sign. Itwurrt^uta the con- 
clusion that tho questions before tho Ameri- 
can people will for once be decided as nearly 
as possible under universal suffrage on their 
merits. There being no strong personal 
partialities on either side, and no exciting 
incidental questions, tho electors will vote 
much more generally than they usually do 
on their convictions with respeot to the 
questions before them.

T^ha Cry That is Universal and the 
Mmlsauco Which Caa Now 
bo Abatc(L 



:Sehera» to Reduce 'tho Number Tory 
Congiderably— How it May 
lie Mauaged. 



Every now and then people of ;t>sthetio 
"tsBte ttAee their voicea in ono lonf; contin- 
»ed ontory againat tha^unaightly telephone, 
telegraph and electric light polea which 
Bra aaid to "adorn" th« business streets of 
this and other cities. About the same time, 
raon with an eyo to business figure the thing 
out, and, though judging from a diffiircDt 
standpoint, come to. the samo conclusiou — 
those poles are nob heantiful, and, they add, 
they are a danger to tho public and u per- 
petaal menace. 

Notwithstanding all tho complaints and 
outcry, however, the poles keep going up 
with an almost monotonous . regularity. 
There aro poles of all kinds und sizes and 
descriptions and shapes. Here a equureouc 
with a double cross on tho top, there a long 
round ono with any uumher of crosa-burs, 
and a benutiful lop-sided curve in the 
centre. Elsewhore you will find other 
kinds, tho long and tlie short, the piiinled 
and tho uiiiiidnlcd, Iho crooked and the 
straighc and tho "wobbly," tho whole 
forming n. sort of hetreogeneoug dead 
forest, the " trees " of wliicli servo a double 
purpose. Wires are atruiig on tho tops, and 
down near the firound lliey mulio bulliy but 
secure hitching posts. 

In some of tlio Eastern cities the wires 
aro now ordered to be laid underground, 
but this method is so e.xi)ensive that it is not 
being generally adoi)tcil, nlthough u-liere 
it has boon tried it gives very sutisfaotory 
results. Tho " nuisunco " in thcao cases is 
not only abated — it is aboliahed. Another 
method of lessening tho evil has also been 
tried in a number of places where people 
argue "if we cannot do away with the 
poles, let us hnvo us few of them as pos- 
sible," And tliis is tho idea a number of 
Victorians have now. Instead of having 
new poles for all the new wires and differ' 
• ent polea for every company, why not pro- 
vide that all wires shall be put on the sumo 
poles ? 

The immediate cause for the present talk 
of making a change^^is that the Telephone 
Co. is now ptttting up some 400 new poles. 
They are all very large and high, tarred on 
the bottoms and j^ainted white, so that they 
are rather hotter jnbking than tho average, 
and will bo more durable. The telephone 
wires will be placed at the top, and will 
. lea.vo plenty of room for all tho other wires, 
tisliegraph, etectrio lipht, etc. 

The tnanagerof the Telephone Co., Mr. R. 
H, M,:.MicUiug, when interviewed by a 
Coi,oMsx reporter, yesterday. With refer- 
em:' to the niutter, aaid: — 

" I'lic pules we aro putti:;g up arc in- 
tended to replace all our old ones. Tliey 
aro large enough to take all tho wires in the 
city, and I liare no doubt arr.ingomeuts 
could bo made if the other companies would 
bear their (jiiotaof the expense, touiluw iliem 
all to use our polea on equal terms. Tiiere 
need be no diilicnlty about tho wires, for 
ours being tho lightest will go on top, while 
-Ttcftvlei' ones will d= J^^'f "P. ""d still 
quite high enough." 

Ono of the Aldetifteii who was spoken to 
about the proposal asked that his nan^o be 
not mentioned at present as he proposes to 
bring it up at tho Council at an early date. 
He said: 

"I am suro every one will welcome the 
change if wo can have it made. Besides 
the fact of lessening tho number of poles 
there is another one to consider. That is 
in connection with the paving of *ome of 
our principal streets. Once the sewerage 
work is completed, na I am satisfied it will 
be next year, the ratepayers will in all 
probability iiak to have sonio kind of per- 
manent pavement laid, and if so, it would 
be a great ailvantag'j t.i liiive a great many 
of those poles? out of tho road and there 
would be less breaking tip of the pavcniont. 
No we don't need them for tho posts. A 
neat iron post cau be put in front of each 
store if ncct^jsary wilhont great expense 
and they would look fur better than the 
telegraph polea. If we can get all tho 
verandahs down as well, particularly on 
Government street, the appearance of that 
thoroughfare would be very much im 
proved." ^ 

FOLEY V. WEBSTEE AND EDMONDS. 

(Judgment of Mr. Justice VValkem ) 
In thi« case tho pluintifl recovered a judg 
ment, on the 20th of October, IS'Jl, against 
the defendants tor So,.'ili9 Fiom that judg- 
ment they appealed, unBUCccasfully, to tho 
jfall Court in March last. They, thereupon, 
gave notice of appeal to the Supremo Court 
of Canada; aind,' on the.20th.of May last, I 
made the necessary order approving of tlie 
appeal, bondj which 'was a bond of tho de- 
fendant and one Jacques for$6,500. At my 
suggestion, the terms of tlie order were ar- 
ranged beforehand between the aolioitors in 
tho action, and when It' was submitted to 
mo I signed it, first taking the precaution of 
having tho words " and by-oonsent" in 
sorted in it. Tho defendants huvo now ap 
plied for an order directing («) that the cer- 
tiGcate of the judgment taken out on plain- 
tiff's behalf ahonld be set aside aud super- 
seded ; {li) and that, or that, in the alterna- 
tive, the registration of tho certilicate 
against tho delcudauts' lands should bu dis- 
charged and vacated, or, (r) in sulistanoe, 
that I should vary my order of the 2()th of 
May by an amending declaration to tho ef- 
fect that tho issuo, and subsequent registra- 
tion, of the oertilicato should bo deemed 
void. On tho lUth of August last, tho de- 
fendants mado an upplication to uiy brother 
BIcCreigbt to have the registration can- 
celled ; but he refused it. Tho latter or 
allcrnativo part of the application now made 
is virtually a repetition of tho same applica- 
tion ; hence, as res judicata, I have no power 

to entertain it. The fuot that the deffind- 
ants now apply to have the certificate super 
sedod does not, in my opinion, remove this 
objection, fur, in so doing, they aro merely 
attempting to get, in a. circuitous way, what 
toy brother MoCreight bus refused— namely, 
the.oancellation of the registered charge. 

' A certificate Is, in itself, a perfectljr harm- 
less document,, for a party entitled to itmay, 
undeniably, take it out,? and yet make no 
nse of it. • In auoh an event, there could bo 
nothing to complain of ; hence no redress 
could bo sought as there would bo no mis- 
chief to remedy ; and courts of justice, need 
I add, do not make orders, in suoh cases, as 
they would ho fruitless, vin the present 
case, therefore, it is not the issue of tho cer- 
tilicito that can bo complained of, but it is 
the use that has been made of that cortifl- 
cate— its registration, for instance, that is 
in reality complained of. Tho avowed ob- 
ject of getting the certiScate set aside is to 
have its registration cancelled. I repeat, 
therefore, that what I am virtually asked to 
do, under a different form of application, is 
to grant what my brother McCroight has 
refused. 

On behalf of the defendants, it was aug- 



gested that it might he said that my brother 
McOreight'a refusal was correct, as u change 
in tho registry could only bo efTectcd by a 
suit successfully brought for the purpose ; 
and it was further contended that as the 
certificate was taken out in the present, and 
therefore in a pending aotion, an order 
superseding ibmfght'be made.; In.the first 
place, the charge cannot be removed except 
by an action ; und, in the next place,' a mis- 
taken view is' taken of the v certificate of 
judgment, for such a certificate is not a 
document issued in an action. It formt no 
part of its proceedings under our procedure 
aots ; but. is an extrjineous aild indopcudcnt 
proceeding. aui^iorized by the Land Registry 
Aot..,, The'foRn ofj.the.certifioBto should be 
heaSe'd " In the matter of the Land Registry 
Act, 1888," or should contain a statement 
that it was "issued in pursuance of tho 
Land Registry Act," etc. In any event, it 
is not a proceeding in an aotion, and the 
present form, which, I find, is intituled 
" In tho Supreme Court," etc., and in tho 
cause, is therefore wrong and misleading. 
The land registry system und tho judica- 
ture system and practice aro distinctive sys- 
tems, with dillercnt objects ; tho former, 
like tho mcohauio's lien law, being designed 
by tho legislature for the purpose of giving 
the creditor a security which ho would not 
otherwise posseas. In Warling v. AVebber, 
22 V. C. Q. ]>.,i;U3, somowhiit similar views 
were expressed. An action, moreover, 
merely to set aside tho certilieato would, in 
all prol)ability, fail, for tho reasons I liavo 
already given ; and assuredly tho samo 
object could not bo attained by an upplica- 
tion such aa the present ono, whioh is im- 
properly made in this action, as the issue of 
tho certiticate is not a proceeding in it. 
Tlie order of tho'JOth of May last might 
liavo been made on terms that the registra- 
tion of the judgment should bo cancelled, 
but I was not asked to impose such u condi- 
tion. The respective solicit ora fmuied the 
terms of the order and consented to it, and 
I cannot now clmngo those terms in opposi- 
tion to the wishes of ono of tho consenting 
parties. There is no evidence before me 
that the defendants' solicitor was not awaro 
that the judgment had been registered 
w hen the order was agreed to; aud even if 
thcro were, I should decliuo to interfere, cs 
he must be taken to have known that it is 
the common praotice to register a judgment 
against lands, where there are any, the 
moment it is entered up. 

In one of the afiBdavits thedefendanta are 
said 'to be "wealthy"} but what is the 
meaning of "wealthy," in view of the 
further statement in tho samo affidavit that 
they are desirous of borrowing ?.')0,000 on 
tho security of their lands, but are disabled 
from doing so in consequence of the plaintitl's 
charge ou them of §5,339. There ia uo evi- 
dence before me as to tho value of those 
lands, und Tcan only act upon evidence aud 
not upon conjecture. As tlie plaintiii's 
solicitor very fairly oboerved, the dcfotul- 
auts personal bond might and jiosiibly 
would have be'!!i rcf'.:°ed on the 20th of .May 
if there had been any intimation or prospect 
of their mortgaging their lauds to the extent 
of .?,)0,000. 'The fact, moreover, that tho 
plaintilFs judgment had been registered, 
doubtless influenced his solicitor in accept- 
ing the bond. Ifis contcnliou that tho rela- 
tive positions of the paties to tlie action as 
they existed when the bond was accepted 
should not ho changed to his client's detri- 
ment, na I um bound to believe would be 
the case as thertj is no evidence to tlio con- 
trary, and a judce cAtl, aa to iiiattcra of fact, 
only act upon evidence. A" Ontario case 
(O'Donohue v. Robinson, Itt 0. A. P-> (322) 
was cited as allowing that a judgment ci cdi- 
would not be permitted to keep a wrii; 
ol'ji, fa. against lands actively alive in case 
of an appeal, after tho appeal bond securing 
his debt and coats had been given. Now, 
without questioning the soundness of such, a 
decision, it is ob.servub!e that Ihcifeis a wide 
distinction between tlie effect of such a writ 
and a registered charge. Under tho writ 
the lands of the debtor would not only be 
bound but might eventually bo sold, but 
with respect to a registered charge a suit for 
foreclosure would bo necessary to realize it. 
In the present case, for instance, tho plaintiir 
would, in the event of success in his appeal 
and the appeal bond proving worthless, 
have to seriously consider the (|Ucstion of 
foreclosing, for he could not do 
so without offering to redeem tho 
§00,000 morti;ago (wim interest) if regis- 
tered, when It became <luc. Being a 
laborer, admittedly without means, the col- 
lection of his judgment debt would thus be 
iudcliuitely po.stponed. A registered charge 
against la.uda ^is sometimes valuulo.sc, by 
reason of prior incumbrances, defective 
title, or tho lands themselves having no 
commensurate value. Again, tho principle 
of O'Donogbue v. Robinson docs not exactly 
apply to'the present application. In that 
case a stay of' execution, and even the super- 
seding of the writ, was, under tho Ontario 
practice, the necessary consequence of tho 
appeal bond being perfected. The registra- 
tion of a charge against labda under our 
system is in no sense execution, heuce there 
could be no stay. It was contended that, 
as tho plaintiff had his charge on tho 
defeijd.ii.th' landa and alao his appeal bond, 
he hail a double security, and that, there- 
fore, the jirinciplo alluded to ajjpliLcl; but 
it app(!urs to nil; that tho answer to ilii,s is 
that. iIk: legislature has seen lit to j;ivo him, 
in addition to his right to resort to execu- 
tion, tho right to the charge now com- 
plained of, whatercrit might bo worth. If 
the latter, for instance, wore worthleas, 
there woulil be no doulile security. Hut, 
admitting that tho charge is good for its 
purpose, 1 think that the plaintitl's applica- 
tion must fail on tho two grounds 1 have 
stated, viz. : as tho matter is ;•(.< jiul irii./(i, 
and UH tlie order of the 201 h May was u con- 
sent order which ought not now to be 
changed in opposition to tho wishes of ono 
of tho consenting purtice, cHpccinlly in view 
of tho fact that tho defejuiants must dimin- 
ish the value of their personal bond by the 
proposed heavy mortgage on their property. 

If a deposit in court of the amount of tho 
appeal bond oau bo legally made without 
interfering in any way with tho proceedings 
in appeal ua transmitted to Ottawa, I would 
suggest that that course should bo adopted, 
but £ give DO opinion as to whether this can 
be done or not, us no offer of a deposit has 
been made. 

I have also hcon asked to extend tho 
time for appealing from Mr. Justice Mc- 
Creight'a order, on the ({round that tho 
defendants' solicitor .i^wos ^engaged in con- 
sulting counsel in Victoria with respect to 
tho order, and thereby allowed tho oight 
days given to him for appeal purposes to 
elapse. Tho legislature having considered 
that tho eight days were SHilicient to enable 
parties to conclude whether an appeal was 
advisable or not, I am not at liberty to say 
that that time was too short for such a pur- 
pose. Indeed I am of a contrary opinion. 
Uesides, such an application should have 
been made promptly, and it cannot be 
favorably considered after seventeen days 
have been allowed to pass aincu the order 
was made. Tlio order is dated the IGtli of 
A.ngust; tho time for appeal expired on the 
2-tth; and from that time till the present 
(Sept. 2ud) no extension has been applied 
fur. The question of appealing was one 
involving np abstruse points. Tho present 
summons must bo^dismiased with coats, 
" Oko. A, Walkhm, J.

To the Mayor and Municipal Councillom; 

As Cholera has been, since a fow days, moro 
and more imminent, and may bread out .it any 
moment in onr mldHl, it bcconiea a pressing 
duty to protect ourselves and to lake, in tach 
municipality, llioao measures which will pro 
vent, its spreading in the Province with its 
usual devadlation. 

Tho present Circular will indicate to yo'ir 
Municipal Council and its local Board of 
Health, what iirovoiilivo ineasnres iiiuat Ini- 
inediately bo taken to protect your fellow- 
cill/.uas from tho dreaded disease. TTie law 
giveii you all necessary powers to. insure tlio 
sulllcleni protection of your muniolpality, and 
It i:i your duty to uso thom in the intoroat of 
tho whole community. 

I'lltn.IMI.VAItY rllKCAUTIONS AGAINST C1I0I.I5RA. 

1. Have your Hoard of Health In readiness 
to enforce tho execution of our by-lawa; ap- 
point a reliable Health OlUcor— preferably a 
physician, if there is one residing wliliin tho 
niunlclpallty— and let him and the Local IJoard 
exorciso strict surveillanco over tho whole 
niunicipallty. so as to bo able to act at the lirsL 
ocourroaco of tho disease. In thus organizing 
your defence in advance, you will not bo em- 
barraasoil in a case of emergency. 

Y<mr local Board must moot, at least, onco a 
week, and even moro frcciuenily, if necessary, 
to Hiudy ilio s tnilary condition of your iiiunici- 
palily. and hco to the c-xeculion of ihu measures 
hereafter drscribeu. 

li. liavo llie water examined, and soo that 
every faniil.v bo supplied with iniro unpolluted 
water; ronu d ,' loo all pos.slblo cauKo of pollu- 
tion, this beuig of especially great importanco 
when Choleia i-) about. Cause all suspicious 
wells to bo emptied, cleansed and dislnfeoted 
with liiiio. and order tho lining up of all wells 
in too close pro.^iniily to stablei or privy-pita. 
If water works exist in your municipality, see 
that all those who cannot pay for their water 
bo supplied at the . expense of tho municipal 
corporation, at all events during the preval- 
ence of uholora, so that each family will have 
pure water. 

3. Have nn inspection made of all dwellings, 
collars, denendoiicies. yards, alleys, stabk s, mid 
other buildings, drains, sewerj, giKlcra. sinkH, 
and luivy-plts. in sliort, ot any ijIucq or thing 
whlcli may, by its unsaiiiiary condition or 
faulty construction, become injurious to health. 
Tlicso places must immediately bo rendered 
healthy, so that all what is liable to become 
hrotding places for Cholera germs may dis- 
appear. 

i;oDBequently, you must ascertain that all 
cellars, yards, alloys, stables and other depcii- 
doDClna bo thoroughly cleansed and kept clean, 
that filth of any kind bo burnt or removed and 
burled. Kvory day, kitchen and oti er refuao 
must be liko\viBO bunic. or collected in a box to 
bo romovcd. and its contents burled, in order 
that no doconipoaing matter may reniaiii near 
dwellings. 

Order all manure to bo removed from tho 
vicinity ot tho house, all drains and sewers to 
bo put into porf 'Ot condltiou and privy pits to 
bo ompticd and disinfected. 

tituguant pools of water and street ditches 
containing liiiulds in putrefaction or sewage 
must receive your careful attention. If possi- 
ble to nil up, tho pools must be rendered as 
healthy as possible by drainage or dlsinf eotton. 
btreet ditches must bo cleansed, especially in 
towns and villagi s. and the draining into them 
ot slop.i, urino, and particularly the contents 
of privies, must be stoijped. 

■1. Have an Inspection iii,uioofnll markets, 
ractoiios, and ceiiielories in your niuniciijallty. 

Ascertain, every day, through your inspec- 
tor, t hal no animal or vegetable retii.-ie remains 
inside or outsido iiiarkela. Oider any liiu-li re- 
fuse to be burnt orburieil. Have lliu meat.-), 
vegetables, and fruits ollored for sale exaiii- 
incd, and, if found to bo unsound and danger- 
ous, have thom confiscated and destroyed. 

Enforce the observance of tho sanitary rc- 
quirementsof tho laws respecting factoriosnnd 
workshops No dirt or refuse must bo toler- 
ated iiiHido or oiil.-iido the bnildin|;H ; the privies 
nuiHl, bo kept in a i)crfeet condition ; thoro 
should bo no overcrowding and no acciiniula- 
tlon of manufacture I go (Ih, in oitier that oc- 
cupanls may have all MVailabIc breathing nir. 

Hco that eoineterie.s be in such a condition us 
will nrcviuit their becoming a Bourco of infcc 
tion to tho neighborhood, and. above all, let 
llieni not contaiiiinalo. by their drainage, any 
well or other source of drinking water. 

A. In order that all those provontivu moas- 
urea, although proliininary, yet so important, 
be consciontiouslyand circctually executed, it 
Id necessary for your Health Olllcor to person 
ally visit each houso and working establish- 
inciit, and give ibo instructions i. ceded in each 
filaco for the guid.mce of llioao living or work- 
ing there, so that, knowing what is expected 
of tlieni. tlioy may act accordingly. Give your 
careful attention to everything, and sulFer uo 
negligonco from anyone in tho performance of 
thoir duties. 

I'ltEOAnTIONS TO BE TAKRK WUBN OBOLKRA 
HAS MADE ITS APPE.1RANCE. 

1 . InstituI an act ivo surveillanco so aa to bo 
able to dLcDver and cjnirul any doubtful or 
gonuino case of (Jlioleru. Bring before tho 
i;ourta of Justice those neglecting to g'vo you 
tho notillcation required by law. 

2. Notify this Board immediately, by tele- 
gram, if possible, bhould any case occur in your 
municipality. 

'i. Plaoard immediately infected premises. 

4 . See that, whenever it Is possible. Cholera 
Iiatients be immndiatoly removed to tho isola- 
tion hospital, it there ia ono. It would be most 
desirable for your muiileipality to liavo a 
special building, shed, or tent (barns have 
sornutlmes been used with advantage) fori he 
isolalion of tho sick. 'I ho miiiiherof infected 
places in tho locality can then bo greatly re- 
duced. 

h. .Superintend Iho immeiliato (|iiarantino of 
tho houso and inmates unci !lio loLiijion which 
It Is sitnalcd. I'laco a guaniian near tho house 
to do tho outside service, and seo that (luaraii- 
tino bo continued until ton complelo days after 
tho disinfection of tho premises. 

G. I'ruvldo an ambulaneo or carrlngo for the 
exclusive convoyanco ot infcctod patients to 
the isolation hospital, as also hearses or carri- 
ages to bo used only for the transportation of 
corpses. These carriages shall be disinfootcd 
after each uso. 

7. Superintend personally, or through your 
Health Olllcor or other (|iialiilctl iieison 
specially appointed for the pnrijoae. tho nialn- 
fecllon of infected houses and coiitcnta, taeir 
dopendoncies, stables (evacuations may liavo 
been thrown there), ambulances or carriagea.

Glvo free 
ontriinco to air. light and sun. for they aro the 
best means of making a house healthy. 

Uo particular that iho soil around your house 
ia not contaminated by atngnant pools of water 
or animal and vcget^iblo retiiHc. Reinovofrom 
the vicinity of your house all rubbish in State 
of deconipoailion. Burn all llllli and relfUSO, Or 
have ihem removed and buried.

anddorgymau only aliall bo ndn'itled. 

All oilier members ot tho household must 
remain quarantiued on tho promisos until dis- 
infootion is made, that is to say : shall not 
leavo the lot upon which the houso is situated 
or put themselves In communication withpeopio 
outside, except with the guardian In atlend- 
ance at the door, v,-bo will do the outside ser- 
vice for tho inniatea. 

Uoubtfcl cases ot Cholera sliould bo treated 
as k'enuiiio cases, 

When Cholera is about, looscneas ot the 
bowels should never be overlooked, as dlar- 
rho',1 either prediapoaos individuals to Cholera 
or is the first symiiiom ot Cholera itself. Thus, 
especially if tliero are cases of Cholera in ,the 
vicinity, the slightest attack Of diarrhoea must 
be attended to at onco. , ,

The principal dlsinfiectants are the follow- 

1. Fire. 

2. Steam. ■ 

3. Boiling wator. 

4. Biclilorido of mercury; two drachms in a 
gallon of water. - • 

5. Carbolic acid ; four ounces in a gallon of

li. Milk of lime. ^Tllicll Is prepared as follows: 

Sprinkle gradually quick limo of good qual- 
ity with one-half its weight of waier; dilute 
tlio powder ao obtained Willi twice its volumo 
ot water. Keep in a carefully closed vessel. 

T. Chloride ot limo In iiowder or In solution- 
six ounces in a g.dlon of water. 

8. .Sulphurous acid by burning three pounds 
of sulphur for each I.OOU cubic feet of space. 

The abovo disiuf octants only are rccoinniond- 
ed by iho Board ot Health of tho Province, 
aud it is in your interest not to put too much 
confldencn In the so oalled disinfectants ot tlio 
trade, moat of them being merely deodorizers. 

Disinfectants No. 2 and No. 8 are used only in 
tho general dl^'infection of the house and its con- 
lenta, which disinfection must always bo mado 
under tho suijervision of die local Board of 
Health of the municupallly. 

Is coiibiderod infectetl by cliolora: Whatever 
has hern a-dlcd by the atoola the vomit or 
inu of choleric patient, wlmlevor has remained 
in the patient's room or lies been in contact 
\vitli hisolothiogor anytning that has been 
used by him, . - y - . • . 

METHODS OK DISINFECTIOrf, 

lUslnfcct immediately every thing coming out 
from the p.iliont'a room. 

Crockery aiul utensils muRt bo wa.^licd in 
boiling wutoi-. Item una of food, together wiih 
ruga or linen, if of little value, whi li have 
b('i,-n Uhed by tho patient, must bo burned. 

I'liderclotliini.', .slioeta, towcia, soiled or not 
by the evacuations, must, In tho room, bo put 
into a tub containing solution No. 1 or No. 6. 
to Sleep thcieiu tor i hours, and then bo washed 
in boiling water. 

'I'ho evacuations of tho patient (vomits, stools 
and udne), nlust bo received in a vosBel one- 
third full of one of the soIuUons No: i, No. S, or 
No. ti, and immediately thrown into the wator- 
cloBots or privies. It is most Important that 
ttioso evacuatioiia be diaiiifcoted. for they, iiiori 
than anythirg i-lao, contain the Cholera iioison 
As long as the diai aso exiat.a, wator cliiaoia and 
privy-pits must bo daily diainficted with solu- 
tion No. -1, No. !>, or No. G. 

To disinfect thonisolves, persons must w-ash 
tho whole ot their bodies Willi a solution of car- 
bolic acid : two ounces in a gallon of water. 
The nurao shall often wash hia hands with the 
samo solution, particularly boforo eating, and 
frequently rinse his mouth with a solution ot 
carbolic acid : ono ounce in a gallon of water. 

To purify any place, that has been soiled by 
filth or refuse, etc., sprinklo with solution No. 
J, No. 5, or No. 6. 

The body ot a person who has died from Chol- 
era must bo wrapped in a slici I saturaird 
with solution No. i or No. .'i. and put In a collln 
Willi 2 pounds of chloride of lime. Tho body 
must remain rompleti ly i olaled in tho room 
and bo interred williin L'l lioui a after death. 

No ono la allowed to attend tho funeral or 
burial except the clorgyniiin. one meniberof 
tho family, tho per.roii reiiuu-Ing the body to 
tho coniotorv, and the graveiliKgcr. 

Kvoiy vehicle used in transporting such 
body together with the outsidogarmentd of Uiu 
persons who have dresaed or buried it,' must bo 
immediately disinfected under the dlreotion of 
tho local Board of Health. 

After the death or recovery of the patient, 
your house, all the inmates and -eiToots con- 
tained therein, must bo disinfoctod under tho 
direction of tho local Hoard of Health and 
according to Ih-i regulations of the Board of 
Hi-alth of the I'rovinco. 

Tho (luaranlino of your house shall not bo 
rais'd until lU complctu days after its disin- 
fection. 

For other Informal Ion which you may need, 
np)ily to tho Health Cllluer or SecroLary- 
Treasurer of your iiinnicipniity. 

Make It your special duty, in your interest 
as well as in tho interest of the wholo com- 
munity, to slrictly follow tho instructions 
which aro given out to you, and to help, by 
your co-operation, the work ot tho sanitary 
auiliorltlea. 

The symptoms of cholera aro dlarrhaii, the 
dlHcharges sueecsslvoly showing tho rice water 
chiuaetoristlcs, vomiting, cramps, oxhauation 
and fall of the temporaturo (algid atage).

Origin of tlio Trouble Between 
Indians and tlio Company. 



Boelamation Works Iiiterferod with 
ISiAYash I'Dtato Patchcfi, and 
the Owners OUjectcd. 



Referring to the intorforenco with ihe 
work of the Kootenay Reulamation Com- 
pany by Indians, in regard to which iiii 
item waa ptibUsbed' yesterday,' Messrs. 
Keefer k Smith, the engineers in chargo of 
the works, writo the Coi.o.viST as follows. 
ITrom their letter it nppcara that the diOi- 
aulty, if not yet finally settled, is on a fair 
road to be so disposed of : 

" ViCTOiUA, B.C.. Sept. ir,, 1893. 

"Referrine to the pnniBraph in today's 
Colonist which states that ihu Indians in the 
lower Kootenay valley are -becominK excited 
■and haTO taken possession of the works of the 
Kootenay Reclamation Company, throatoning 
to dostrsy them, wo beg to state that the In- 
dians havo boon to a cortnln extent trouble- 
' tonio, both on the survey of tho works and on 
construction. Operations iiavo been recently 
delayed for three days owlnp; to thoir demand- 
ing compensation fordnniBKO done to a potato 
Xaidon. This difllculty has been Batisfactorily 
settled by the payment of tho claim, and the 
works are now in full proKi csH. 

"Tho reservation set, apart for these Indians 
is on tho east side of the river, and the present 
works being on tho west side do not interfere 
with it. The Indians, however, are not con- 
tent with tho reservation, but have cultivated 
several small potato pardena at various points 
on both banks of tlio river. They have no 
olaim to any lands outside of tho reservation, 
and this obstruction to our works is altogether 
■unwarranted. 

"Tho matter has boon referred to the Lands 
and Works Ucparrniont and to the Indian olUco 
for eottlerncnt, uiiil iis Mr. VowoU, tho Indian 
Cuii}iiiicuiuhui. is iiuiv in tho ICootonay district, 
it ia ox|}c;;tcil lie will have no dilllculty in 
urraiiHing nrittor.-i at an early date. 

" Tliu abovo is all the information we have on 
the subject, anditdoes not lead ua toantiol- 
pato any eerious trouble."

audience. The sports 
were under tho patron

referee was filled by Captain tho Hon. H. 
Lambton; the president was Commander E. 
P. Jones, R. N., and the committee and 
judges .Slaff-Comniauder C. Bowden. R. N., 
Lieut. J. G. Howett, H. N., Maior R. B, 
KirchhofTer, H. M. L. 1., Lieut. J. I, 
Graham, R. N-; starters and timekeepers,

Pike, A. B., 
took second place with 4 feetC inches. 

Heaving tho li lb. lead from a platform 
came next. This event was won by Tull 
P. O., with a east of .46 yards, 2 feet; 
Gilson, A; B., second, with a cast of 43 
yards. 

The mile race waa run with a large num. 
ber of starters. It was a game contest 
throughout, the men showing both speed 
and bottom. Sergt. Holloway, R.M.L.L, 
finished first, time 4:50; J. Murphy, L. S., 
second, and A, Brach, A.'B., third. 

•The boys' *' heavina the lead " contest, 
resulted in a victory for Mitchell, with a 
cast of 39 yards. 

Tho 100 yards race, post entries, was next 
run in heals to accommodate the large num 
ber of entries. The first heat waa won by 
Sergt. Noaka, R.M.L, L; the sccoiid by 
White, A. 15., and in tho linal Sergt. Noiks 
won in II sec, Melville, A. 1!., second, 
and White, A. B., third. 

A space ■was then cleared in tlic centre of 
the ring for tho tug-of-war contest. For 
this there wero entered teams of ten men 
each from " C " Battery, Maripes, Stokers 
and Bluejackets from the Warspite, and a 
mixed team from tho Nymphe. Tho l.l inch 
ropo was stret/jhcd over llie sod with tlie 
red rag which marked the centre resting on 
a chalk line. On each mda of the 
centre, line, (1 foot di.ntant, ueru the dead 
lines. The lirst contest was between the 
" C " Battery team and the Stokers. Stal- 
wart men thoy were who grasped the rope 
and braced their feet for the Word..

' ( figures appeared swathed in hugs bags of 
gunny clolh, aad tho s.^ck race was an- 
nounced. Tho entries wero so numerous 
that the race hod to be run in three heats 
and a final. Fell, lat., and Bramly, 2ud,, 
took the first hcaliCogan, lat., and Chilton, 
2nd., tho second,- W. Bridger, lat., and G. 
Martel, '2m\., tho third; and in the fia».l 
Brumly oamo in 1st., Cogan, t2nd., and 
Chilton 3rd. Tho race was a moat amusing 
one, and tho miahiips of tho over-eager ones 
when just on the point of victory caused 
shouts of laughler from all sides. 

One half mile, for "C" bntery, was tho 
next event; this resulted in a victory for 
Kerr, with Hickey second.
